| Mormons.—-Mr. Wentworth asked per. 
mission to present a memorial from Gen.

He had objected to the reception at first,

| Me. Weller observed that if memorials 
of this kind were to be real, he was en- 
trusted with the presentation of one of 
a peculiar character, from certain cili- 
zens of Frederick county, Md. 

_ Mr. Wentworth said he would move a 
suspension of the rules, to enable him to 
-have the paper read; and he wished to 
enquire of the chair whether it would be 
in order for him to assign his reasons for 
making such a motion. 

Mr. Duncan observed, if the gentlernen 
would yield him the floor, he would move 
to suspend the ruies, to go into committee 
of the whole on the Oregon bil:. 

+ Mr. Wentworth said that, as he had 
the floor, he would make the motion. 
Mr. W. then moved that the rules be sus- 
pended, for the ourpose of going into 
committee of the whole or the Oregon 
Bill. 

| The Speaker said that the question 
would be put on suspending the rules to 
go into committee of the. whole. If that 
motion prevailed, the gentleman could 
move to take up any bill he pleased. 

Mr. Vance called for the yeas and 
‘nays on the question; which were ordered. 
Mr. McKay inquired if the House 
should refuse to go into committee of the 
whole, if it could, by postponement of the 
previoue orders, take up the naval sppro- 
priation bil! which had been reported from 


‘| the committee of the whole. 


The Spenker said a motion to that ef- 
fect would require a vote of two-thirds. 

The question was pat on suspending 
the rules and rejected—yeas 79, nays 86. 


PRESIDENT TYLER’S TETTER 
Washington June 10, 1844. 


To the House of Representatives of 
the United States: 

The treaty negotiated by the Executive 
with the Republic of Texas, without « 
departure from any form of proceeding 
customarily observed in the negotiation of 
treaties, for the annexation of that Re- 
puilic to the United States. having been 
rejected by the Senate, and the subject 
having exc ted on the part of the people 
no ordinary degree of interest, | feel it 
to be my duty to communicate, for your 
consideration, the rejected tresty, .to- 
gether with all the correspondents and 
cocuments which have heretofore been 
‘submitted to the Sevate in its Executive 
sessions. The papers communicated em 
brace not only the series already made 
‘public by orders of the Senate, but others 
ifrom which the veil of secrecy has not 
,been removed by that body, but which | 
deem to be essential to a just apprecia- 
tion of the entire question. —Whilo the 
treaty was pending before the Senate, | 
did not consider it compatible with the 
‘just rightsof that body, or consistent 
with the just rights of that body,or com 
sistent with the respect entertained for it, 
to bring this important subject before you. 
The power of Congress is, however, ful- 
ly competent, in some other form of pro- 
ceeding, to aecomplish everything that a 
formal ratification of the treaty could have 
‘accomplished; and | therefore feel that | 
should but imperfectly discharge my duty 
to yourselves or the country, if} failed 
to lay before you every thing in the pos- 
‘session of the Executive which would 
‘enable you to act with full light on the 
‘subject, if you should deem it proper to 
take any action upon it. 
| I regard the question involved in these 
proceediogs as one of vast magnilude, and 
‘as addressing itself to interests of ap 
elevated om enduring ‘character. A 
| Republic conterminious in territory with 
our own—of immense resources, which 
‘require only to de brought under the in~ 
fluence of our confederate and free sys- 
‘tem in order to be fully developed-- 
promising at no distant day, through the 
fertility of its soil, nearly, if not entirely, 
to duplicate the exports of the country, 
‘thereby making an addition to the carry- 
‘ing trade toan amount almost incalculable, 
and. giviog a new impulse of immense 
importance to the commercial, manufac” 
turing, agricultural, and shipping ioter- 
ests of the Union, and at the same time 
affording protection to an exposed fron, 
ier, and placing the whole country io a 
condition of security and repose—a terri» 
tory settled mostly by emigrants from the 
United States who will bring back with 
‘them in the act of reciprocation an un- 
conquerable love of freedom, and an 
ardent attachment to our free institutions: 
such a question could not fail to interest 
‘most deeply in its success those who 
unde: the Constitution have become re- 


sponsible for the faithful administration

of public affairs. I have regarded it as 
nota little fortunate that the question 
involved was no way sec ional or local, 
but addressed itsclf to the interests of 
every partofthe country, and made its 
appeal to the glory’ of the American 
name. 

It is due to the ocexsion to say that I 
have carefully reconsidered the objections 
which have been urgod to immediate 
action upon the subject without in any 
degree having been struck with their 
force. It has been objected that the 
measure of annexation should be preceded 
by the consent of Mexico. ‘To preserve 
the most friendly relations with Mexico; 
to concede with her not grudgingly but 
freely all ber rights; to negotiate fairly 
and frankly with her as tothe question 
of boundary; to render her, in a word the 
fullest and most ample recompenses for 
any loss she might convince us she had 
sustained, fully accords with the feeiings

Accident and Loss of Life —The 
steamer Palestine from Pittsburgh, arriv- | 
ed here last evening, and by her officers| 
we are informed of the following partic~ 
ulars of an accident which happened to| 
her, which occasioned the loss of a num. 
ber of lives. 

About three o'clock on Wednesday 
morning, when the beat was about fifteen 
miles above Cairo, fire was discovered in 
the ho'd by the engineer, and immedi- 
ately the alarm was given, and at once 
tae utmost confusion preveiled.

In the mean 
time, and before the boat had got near 
the shore, a number of the deck passen- 
gers crowded into the yawl, which wa’ 
swung up at the stern, cut the rope by 
which the bow was suspended, and the 
whole were suspended, and the whole 
were procipated into the river. ‘The fol- 
lowing are the names of those who are 
missing; Charles Herrington, J. Arba-

firemen and a cook, names not known. 
The fire was occ sioned by the acciden- 
tal ignition of a quantity of acids which 
were taken on board at Evansville, the 
contents of which were not known to the 
officers, and the boxes which contained 
them were not marked. Very little ins 
jury was sustained by the boat or cargo. 
The passengers concur in bestowing 
upon Capiain Hough and his officers, the 
highest praise for cool, prompt, and vigo- 
rous exertions to which, assisted as they 
were by a number of the passengers, 
may be ascribed the safety of the lives of 
the large number of helpless persons en: 
trusted for the time totheir care. Those 
who were unhappily lost, wero warned 
of their danger by some of the pasengers; 
and the .captein was sot aware of their 
being lost, until the boat had reached the 
shore, when he immediately started back 
if possible to save them, but without the 
least success. [Mo. Reporter. 


From the Mountains --Six Mackinaw 
boats, belonging to the trading company 
of Pratte & Cabanee, arrived here yes- 
terday from Fort Platte. on the North 
Fork of Platte river, which placo they 
left on the 28th of April. 

They brought down seventy-eight pack- 
ages of Buffalo robes and two aod half 
packs Boaver, undor the charge of Mr. 
Seville. One boat was suok oo the 14th 
May, by which accident several packs of 
robes were lost. 

Aboyt twelve days ago, (being weather 
bound at a Pawnee village.) a large body, 
some two or threo t housand Pawnees, 
came to the boats, apparently ia a friend.

Louis Phillippe maintains a standing ar<« 
iny of 400, men fully office 
equipped, and takes every precaution to 
ensure its fidelity to his family. His 
eldest son the Duke de Nemours, who 
becomes Regent on the death of the Xing, 
serves in tbe army in person, in Algeria. 
Yet, not withstanding all his precautions, 
Louis Phillippe is distrustful of the army, 
and thinks it could not be relied upon in 
the hour of trial. There are now in the 
capital 60,000 troops, and many more in 
the immediate neighbourhood. The dif- 
ferent corps are transferred from one 
post to another, within and without the 
city, not remaining longer than ten days 
at any one station—in order (to prevent 
the formation-of conspiracies among 
them. Europe would not permit Louis 
Phillippe to maintain such an army, did 
she not believe it necessary to the safety 
of his government. The next revolution 
in France, says Professor D., will result 
ina Republic without a throne, a signal 
for a general war, in which France must 
stand against Europe, or have the foot of 
another monarch placed upgn her neck, 
by foreign bayonets. ‘This last, the Pro- 
fessor thinks will probably be the result.

France ainst Annexation and Ex- 
tensionof Slavery.—The French Gov- 


wave declared in the Chamber of Dep- 
ules against the annexation of Texas, 
chiefly on the ground of the slavery 
positions of Mr. Calhoun, as Secretar 
of State. The Journal des Dedats 
thus reproves the language held by 
our official on the questions of negro 
slavery. It says: 

“We believe that France has no 
occasion to occupy itself about the 
annexation of ‘Texas to the North A- 
merican eonfederation. It isnot uo- 
ler that point of view that we regard 
these papers, but it is, that in our opin- 
om, a country which, like France. 
as taken so glorious a part in the ab- 
ition of slavery, should energeticalls 
condemn the language openly held by 
the Governinent of the United States. 
We have before us the correspondence 
exchanged betweemr Mr. Upsher, Mr. 
Calhoun, Mr. Everett, and Mr. Pack- 
enham, and ull the notes written on 
the part of the United States are, from 
beginning to end,not only an apology. 
but an audacious justification of the 
principle of slavery; while nearly all 
the rest of the Christian world is mak- 
ing immense sacrifices to deliver soci- 
ety from this hideous leprosy that has 
s0 long disfigured it, the United Ntates 
vlone defend it in language of the 
nest revoltingnature. ‘These are the 
terms in which republican and demo- 
cratic governments understand hv- 
manity, equality, and liberty.”

‘the time of Chiz Pacha, would not pre- 
‘pare mutton for us to eat; see, now, 
in Tapompense, we roast you, and now 
lo you call on Chiz Pacha to hely you.’ 
They tore off the clothes of the girls 
ind compelled them to remain on foot 
fall naked, and to serve them with 
|wine-all night. They dishonored the 
m irried women before their husbands. 
whom they obliged to hold torches in 
their hands. Oh! -heaven and earth! 
how suffer you such wickedness to be 
done, without shame and without fear, 
by the impiogs Albanians!”

From the St. Lowis Nex Era, 
KASKASKIA UNDER WATER 


The steamboat Indiana came in thi- 
morning from Kaskaskia bringing up 
about two hundred of the inhabitants 
of that town, with some propert 
which thev saved from the flood of 
waters. The entire town is inunda- 
ted: every house has water in it sev- 
eral feet deep; some houses have float- 
ed off, and others have given way 
and falled down.—Among the passen- 

ers was Mr. Wm. E. Jones, the pub- 
isher of the twaskaskia Republican, 
and from him we learn there has been 
an almost incalculcable destructian o! 
property.—About three hundred of 
the inhabitants had gone to the resi- 
dence of Col. Menard, on the opposite 
side of the Kaskaskia river, and many 
aaiies had stretched their tents on 

e bluff; much furniture and property 
was destroyed. An immense num- 
ber of cattle were drowned; all the 
the crops ‘vere ruined; the stocks of 
corn and provisions were generally 
in a state of great destitution. Manv 
of them were dependant on the farm- 
ers of Illinois for provisions, and were 
destitute of all the common comforts 
of life. The Convent was full of wa- 
ter, and much injupy was done to the 
buildings; the Sisters from the convent, 
together with a number of pupils un 
der their care, came up in the Indi- 
ana. 

Frightful Conspiracy at Damascus. 
~The ournal quotes a let- 
ter from Constantinople of the 30th 
ult. stating that a conspiracy for the 
massacre of the Turks, and the estab- 
lishment of a native government, had 
been discovéred at Damascus. More
